SOUTH AMERICAN YOUNGSTERS FETCH 
GRAND AVERAGE OF $2,790. 

High Price Is $21,600 and Sales Total $962,393 
for 344 Head — English Racing Com- 
ment and Gossip. 



Ixindon. Eng., December 1. — Thc public sales of 
the South American yearlings at Buenos Ayres, 
Argentina, terminated Octolier 25. Excluding thosi* 
offereil and sold privately, the actual umoniit real- 
ized by the .'{44 yearlings (colts* and fillies), coming 
from twenty-four different stnd.s, was 2,199, 7(>0 
pesos, or $962, .39.5. An approximate average of 
$2,790 for .'t44 youngsters sold. 

These figpires all round are in advance of those 
realized in 1906. when the grand total was 1,982,- 
600 pesos, or $867,385, which gave an approximate 
average of $2,270 for the 386 yearlings sold from 
twenty -eight different studs. 

The highest priced yearlLng was foaled at Messrs. 
A. and R. Liiro’s El Moro Haras, viz., Espora, by 
Orange, out of Espuina, by Wagram, which fetched 
$21,6*Xb 

Sceptre’s yearling filly, which Is now In training 
at Manton, shapes very well and takes after her 
dam in appearance. Many people u.sed to preilict 
that Sceptre would be a failure as a broodmare, 
because she was so hard W’orked on the turf, hut 
some entertained a precisely I’ontray opinion after 
seeing her lusty condition when she had been turned 
out only a month or two in the Egerton House pad- 
docks. when she was on her first visit to Cyllene. 
She is now in foal all right to Isinglass, though 
it will be a latisb foal. This mating was chosen 
w’hen Sceptre was first turned out of training, and 
the result will naturally interest many. Sceptre 
had but one real fault and that was that her knees 
troubled her on hard ground. Fortunately there 
was nothing in the nature of drought In her three 
and four-year-old seasons, but in her five-year-old 
season she could not do herself any sort of justice. 

It is to be hoped that her fools w'ill not inherit 
this iufirinity, and that some of them, at any rate, 
will be in other respects as good as their dam. 

The French correspondent of Sporting Life, writes: 
‘‘Although starting price betting is prohibited by 
law in both France and Belgium, a lot goes on 
‘under the rose,’ and police wink the other eye 
so long as business is conducted honestly and there 
are no complaints. I know one man in Paris, who 
has agents at many of the cafes, wine shi^s and 
hair dressers’, who must take at least $10, (XM) on a 
big race clay. In Brussels there is a syndicate that 
has its agents in all the provincial towns, and 
their takings are often over $4,(X)0 a day. 
Yet, bettings away from the race course Is illegal. 
In ..Brussels there is far more betting iwi French 
races than on Belgian races, and as everything is 
settled according to the pari-mutuel returns, dis- 
putes do not often occur. 

‘‘I can still remember when there was an enorm- 
ous amount of lietting in Paris on English races 
and, when lists were exhibited in the windows of 
the Rue de ChoiseuI, which became known at last 
as ‘Chlsselstreet.’ All manner of frauds were 
perpetrated and at one office lists used to be ex- 
hibited showing betting on races which never took 
place at all. Needless to say, the winner was 
always a horse that had not been backed. But all 
that is in the sweet long ago. The Frenchmen 
have learned wisdom sinee then and have developwl 
horse racing on their own account. They are now 
quite as sharp and wide awake as the English who 
have taught them the game.” 

The potency of the St. Simon blood in the English 
race horse is emphasized by the statistics of 1907. 

Sires of winners in 1907 which were themselves 
got by St. Simon may be divided into four classes, 
according to the number of winners of races and of 
amounts won which stand to their names. There 
are twenty-seven of them altogether. 

The first class consists of St. Frusquin, Desmond, 
Diamond Jubilee, Persimmon, Florizel II., Bill of 
Portland and Collar. These seven sous of St. 
Simon are credited with 101 winners, of 201 races 
and four dead heats, worth among them $4.>5,0<K». 

The second class also consists of seven horses, 
namely Pietermaritzburg, Raeburn, Soliman, William 
the Third, Perigord, Tarporley and St. Serf They 
have sired fifty-six winners of 114 races and two 
dead heats, worth together over $125,(M)0. 

The third class consists of Cbildwick, St. Maclou, 
St. Simonmimi and Simontault. Thirteen of their 
stock have won seventeen races worth over $22,(X>0. 

The fourth class, which have each got either one 
or two winners, comprises Fitzsimon, Leisure Hour. 
Petros. Qnidnume, St. Aldan, St. Issey, Sidus, Son 
of a Gnn and Toiissaint. Among them they have 
twelve winners of fifteen races, worth more than 
$8,000. 

The old horse himself would be placed about the 
middle of the second class of his sons, having 
sired seven winners of ten races, worth over $22,000. 

All this is the record of the year when St. Simon 
stands for the fifth time in succession at the head, 
of the list of sires of winning dams. 

‘‘It was solely to oblige a friend, the late Mr. F. 
Gretton, with whose racing affairs he was at ths 
time closely assoiflateil, consented to run Sterling 
for the Cambridgeshire In 1871, and few who saw 
that race w'ill ever forget It, for surely a more ex- 
citing finish never was seen,” writes Vlgilant^in a

TWO GRAND HORSES OF LONG AGO. 

Senator Joe Blackburn’s Recollections of 
Boston and American Eclipse. 

• 

“Race track devotees nowaday® want quick aetioa 
for their money,” said Senator Blackburn of Ken- 
tucky. recently. ‘‘When I was a young man the 
lietting proposition was subsidiary to the sport 
and was in the nature of side wagers between 
owners. Now racing has grown to be a game where 
every one 1® trying to get the best of the book- 
makers. I think every one who loves the thorough- 
bred for what he is and what he can do, regrets 
that he lias of late years become, to a large extent, 
a tool of the gamblers. 

‘‘My father was among the first citiz<.«s of Ken- 
tucky who bred, trained and raced horses. Black- 
burn’s Whip, whose blood has blended so kindly 
with trotter® and thoroughbred, was hiS property. 
Boston, sire of the immortal Lexington, died in 
my father’s stable, and the great and unbeat«n 
Eclipse was in my father’s possession in the years 
1837 and 18.38. Tlie.se horses were the cliampion.s 
of tlicdr day and the greatest horses of their gen- 
eration; they were not furlong sprinters, but four- 
milers. 

“It will hardly be believed in these days of pala- 
tial stables that while these valuable horses were 
in my father’s care, they occupied a very ordinary 
log stable through which the winds whistled on 
wintry nights and through which the snow drifted 
on occasion®. When Boston and Eclipse were bronglit 
to Kentucky they did not make the trip in palace 
cars, as do tlie costly thoroughbreds of today; 
w’o.lking was good enough, for them, and it was by 
walking every inch of the route that they reached 
their destination. 

‘‘Boston caught cold on the way to Kentucky 
and went blind soon after bis arrival. I was a 
small lad at the time and used to visit Boston’s 
stable every morning to see him cared ' for and 
walked by the colored groom. In the fall of 1849, 
then seventeen years old, he began to grow decrepit 
from the effect of severe racing and duties in the 
stud and frequently had to be helped to rise. When 
on his feet he seemed to be all right again and 
able to take his morning exercise. 

“Early one morning, in the year named, I slipped 
out of the house and down to Boston’s stable. 'The 
door was closed and fastened within. 1 hammered 
on it and clamored for admittance. The doivr was 
cautiously opened far enough to admit the passage 
of my body, when a black hand seized me by the 
arm and dragged me inside. I was no sooner in 
than the groom was out and the door fastened. I 
took the matter good-naturedly until my eyes be- 
came aciistoraed to the light, when I saw something 
timt curdled the blood in my young veins. Boston 
was lying on bis side in a corner of his stall, life- 
less, and great splashes of blood were on the wall. 
In his dying struggle he had beaten his head against 
the logs. I screaniod lustily for the groom, and, 
seeing be had carried the joke far enough, he came 
to my rescue. My life has been in danger a score 
of times since on the battleficlff and elsewhere, 
Imt I was never quite so badly scared. 

“ I presume I am among the very few men liv- 
ing who ever saw Boston. He was the greatest 
race horse and race horse sire of his day and liis 
descendants are even now racing at Benning. He 
was bred by the late eminent jurist, John Wick- 
ham, of Richmond, Va., foaled in 18.33 and was 
got by Timoleon, by Sir Arcliy, out of an own 
sister to Tuckahoe, by Ball’s Florizel, a horse that 
during bis turf career was never touched by whip 
or spur and was never beaten. The great-great- 
grandam of Boston was never fully traced. In his 
two-year-old form and while he was unbroken, be 
was sold to Nathaniel Rieves, of Richmond, Va.. 
for $8(X). 

“A peculiarity about him was that he could not 
be safely ridden with a spur. In bis first race he 
liolted because his rider used a spur on him, and 
was distanced. He was never again ridden with a 
spur until he ran against Fashion, in his old age, 
aiMl was beaten. In 1839 he became the property 
of James Long of this city, for $12, (XK) and half the 
purse 

“Boston was a chestnut horse, with a blaze iu 
Ills face and white stockings behind. He stood 
fifteen bands, three inches under the standard, but 
looked taller on, account of his prodigious size. He 
was a short-limbed horse, with unusqAlly short 
canon bones. His eye, ear and nostril were fine, 
but his bead was not what you would call pretty. 
His neck came out well from the slioulders, the 
latter being oblique, broad and muscular. His depth 
of chest was Immense and his throttle perfect. 

“His back was a prodigy of strength, as well 
as his loins, so that ten pounds’ extra weight was 
not felt by him at the end of a hard day. The 
muscular development of his arms and thighs was 
almost unparalleled. He ran close to the ground 
and was not a long strider. Usually he began a 
race without much show of spirit, running the first 
two or three miles with his head nearly on a level 
with his back. When he began to get warm and 
interested in the running his head was gradually 
elevated, and when he drew it up he set to work 
in earnest. Then you saw a sure-euough race horse, 
for no loc*omotive on four legs that tried was ever 
able to go the race with him. ^ 

“Eclipse was also a chestnut horse, and was 
foaled nineteen years earlier than Boston, or to 
be exact, in 1814. Eclipse was by Duroc, by im- 
ported Dioracd, the latter being Boston’s great- 
grand.sire; dam Miller’s Damsel, by Messenger, the 
great-great-grandsire of Haiiibletouian 10, tounder 
of the Hambletouian family of trotters. He was 
Jireil by General Nathaniel Coles, of Long Island 
and his training commenciHl as a three-year-old. 

“He had a star on the forehead and his left 
liind foot was white some distance above the ankle. 
In height he was about 15 bands 2 inches, but 
was built on a massive pattern. He was not a 
handsome horse, probably due to bis Messenger 
blood through his dam. Duroc, his sire, was an 
exceedingly handsome horse. Eclipse’s action in 
front was heavy, and he struck the ground heavy, 
dwelling a little, but the style and regularity with 
which he brought iqi his haunches and the power 
with which they proi>e!led him forward, ovt‘rbal- 
anced all criticisms of his Individuality and way of

recent number of the Ix>nd<m Siiortsinan. “Sterling 
was tliree years oKi and handicapped at 12.'l poumi.s, 
and under the Impression that ids task was an 
impos-slble one Mr Gretton. who tlien r.iced under 
the name of ‘.Mr. Blaydon.’ did not consent to run 
him until the Saturday before the race, whieU was 
decided on Tuesday. Tlie late .Mr. Hamar Bass, 
who conveyed the message to Mr. Smith, was 
imlitely invited to ‘Sit down there and read the 
paper for a few minnles. and do not speak to 
any one until I come ba<*k’ In the course of half 
ail hour the busines® was done and the huge bet 
of G6.000 to 1.0(X> was returned, with 1,500 to 100 
for a place in addition. The horse ran and started 
at 20 to 1, the favorites being Henry, who was 
destined to win tJie Ascot (iold Cup in the year 
following; Fa voids, the winner of the Derby; Vest 
minster, who liad won the Cambridgeshire two 
years before, and Allbrook. The late Tom Chaloner 
roiie Sterling, George Fordbam was on S'abinus. 
and George Jarvis had the handling of Allbrook, 
who carried a pound overweight, which may just 
liave cost him the victoi-y. The last-named won 
every w'liere but at that particular and important 
point at which the money Is paid, and finally fin- 
ishe<l a dead heat with Sterling, but even tliat was 
not quite good enough to entitle him to a share 
of the spoils, for by an almost superhuman effort 
Fordham got there in the last stride with Sabimis. 
and literally snatched the verdict by a head. In 
my opinion that performance was never excelled by 
himself — ^and all his contemporaries, as well as most 
people who knew him, dubbed him the finest ami 
most artistic jockey of all time — or any other rider, 
and it was grievously unfortunate for him that 
through an extraordinary lapse of memory he forgot 
wiio it was that had laid him 2.000 to 80 against 
Sabinus on the night liefore the race. Jockeys, 1 
may add. were not prohibited from betting in those 
days. Thus a tremendous coup was just missed by 
Sterling, who, how’ever, acquitted himself of one 
of the grandest performances in the history of rac- 
ing, and Mr. Smith’s judgment w’as fully vindicated 
by the result, as, indeed, was the case w’hen, years 
afterward, Robert the Devil won the Cesarewitch. 
'That w'as a remarkable instance of chance, for Mr. 
Brewer was on his way to Weatherbys to scratch 
the horse when lie met his friend, w’as persuaded 
to turn back and ‘have a bit of lunch.’ discussed 
the matter, and finally decided to run and hack the 
son of Bertram, which won In a canter.” 

At times the slap dash American comments on 
the British turf naturally riles its siiorting journal- 
ist. Under the caption “'Thumping Lies,” the Lon- 
don Sportsman of Novemlier 28, says: “M’hat can 

possess some of our visitors calling themselves 
sportsmen to take back home such ludicrous and 
abominable stories as they from time to time put 
alioiit? This week we have received two specimens. 
A Chicago paper quotes one person as saying: 

“ ‘The English trainer docs not train. He turns 
up in the mbrniiig with a top liat and an eye-glass, 
ami, after taking a cursory glance at the lay-out, 
departs with the assuranc-e tliat he will see liis as- 
sistant later in the day. • He seldom keeps his 
word. The principal trainer seliloin knows more 
than one or two horst's iu a stable of fifty. He 
pays little or no attention to the others unless 
they arc engaged in important stakes. 'That may 
act*ount for the frei^ueut surprises.’ ” 

The same journal of the saiqe date whacks a 
Colonial critic in this style: 

“From an ot>scure township in New Zealand comes 
the following cutting: ‘In England, so far as he 

could gather, there were only two classes of people 
who went to the race meetings — the men who went 
to bet and the women who went to show off their 
dresses and themselves. To go to a race meeting 
for the more pleasure of the sport, as so many 
did in the Colonies, was an almost unknown thing 
in England. Tlien tlie majority of the prizes w’ere 
small. Except at Ascot and one or two other meet- 
ings, the majority of the races were for stakes of 
only a hundrtnl pounds.’ 

The “Deutscher Sport” has been hunting up 
coincidences, and has discovcreil that the fact, 
even should the precocious three-year old St. Obrian, 
run with his colt, now a yearling, of a meeting 
w'ith father and son w’ould not be a record, since 
in 1883 in the Leipsic Handicap Steeplechase 
Flohtaus ran side by side with his filly, Mauschen. 
Auotlier roc«>rd is also destroyed — tint constituted 
by Charles Carter, which has won the Grand Baden 
Handicap five times running for M. Lienart, wdth a 
different horse and jockey, for the Grand Frankfort 
Steeplechase was won for five consecutive times 
by the same horse, or rather mare, Victoria, belong- 
ing to Mr. Schawel and trained by G. Herbeu-t, 
while the rider on each occasion was Mr. Hector 
Baltazzi. 

Through Orby, $39,200, and Rhodora, $9,935, old 
Rhoda B., by Hanover — Margerine, by Algerine, 
is on the winning list of English broodmares of 
1907, at the $47,135 mark. Rlunfa B. is only 
twelve years old. 

The English tbree-year-old. Gorges, by Ladas — 
The Gorgon, recently sold for a big price to the 
Due de Gramm^t, has been sent to the big stud 
farm of that nobleman at Ylortcfontaine, France.

ENGLISH STARTING SYSTEM CRITICISM. 

Augur, the veteran racing critic of the Sporting 
Life, condemns the English .standing start iu good 
set terms. He writes in a recent issue: 

“'liiat Oiere is something very wiMng w’ith the 
present system of starting is an opinion tliat most 
folk who go racing w’ill subscribe to, and on all 
hands one hears continually complaints made at 
the number of horses left at the post, or that fail 
to start on equal terms with their rivals. That It 
is not the fault of an individual starter is proven 
by the fact that the attempts to start ‘from a stand’ 
is a failure at all the meetings, no matter who may 
lie officiating. Nor are the jfickeys to blame, altliough 
they occasionally get hauled before the stew’ards 
and reprimandied or fined — and rightly so. too, when 
they are in fault. But, the plain truth is— the 
standing start, in conjunction with the starting 
gate, is a huge failure.” 

'This is sharp evidence from a good judge and 
clearly antagonistic to the varied and illy balanced 
eastern criticism against the system used iu this 
country. 

After his statement. Augur gives a list of 112 
horses, which were left at the post, or which got 
away so badlj’ as to have no chance, the past 
season. Tlie figures cover 119 meetings and tin* 
average holds well. 

'The most important courses saw’ most starling 
failures. Among them are Lincoln Spring Mcidiin;. 
three days; twelve; Newbury Spring, two days, 
nine; Newrinarket First Spring, four days, ten; Saii- 
down Park, First Summer, two days, eight; Lincoln 
Autumn, two days, ten; Kenipton Jubilee, two 
days, nine; Ylauchester. Whitsuntide, three days, 
ten; Salisbury, two days, nine; Lew’cs, June, two 
days, nine. 'There is no such bad starting averagi? 
as is shown by the English figures at any American 
meeting long or short.
